AfLer the service at the First Congrega- 


tional church tho casket was opened that 
those present might look for the last time 
on time noblo countenance. 


They proceeded from the gallery in, 


singlo (He passing the casket so that the 
finally came lust. 


Their hust adieu was • most pathetic un- 


doubtedly hue was not witnessed by the 
public. Tlie officers p u t - everybody else 
out of die church but^tho family, under- 
taker and a few friends. 
"While those as- 


sembled marched past the casket a funeral 
uiaroli wn.s played on the organ. • 


The deceased looknd very natural, the 


the face wearing thai calm, peaceful ex- 
pression which marks a happy death. 


After all had uaid that last silent tribute 


the doors were opened to the public and a 
hair hour or more was -.expended in al- 
lowing them to see the remains. 


Then the funeral procession reformed 


and started on its journey to the grave, 
headed by a platoon of stalwart police- 
men and accompanied only by the tolling 
of bells and tha mournful boom ol the 
minute guns. 


There wus no noticeable delay in the 


possing of the cortege which numbered 23 
hacks and. it went by way of Tyler street 
to Lawrence. 


The grave is situated some little distance 


from the entrance a finely sheltered spot, 
surrounded by noble trees acd directly at 
the base of Fort Hill which stands out 
agaiust the skies as sentinel on guard over 
tbe grave. 


A canvas canopy was erected over the 


grave about which waa a platform, and 
here the last sud words, "dust to dust: 
ashes to usbes" were .spoken by Rev. ilr. 
Batchelor, tbe immediate family surround- 
ing the casket. 


Tha grave was lined with laurel and 


evergreen and was left 
uncovered until 


after the departure of the mourners, 
the 


military pall bearers and a platoon of . po- 
lice doing guard duty. 


At the time

recited 
tho 
sun 
was " just 


disappearing hehiud the liill'tiQching the 
grave and tliu casket in a glow of golden 
light, paying as it "were a tribute by ita 
halo to tho memory of the nobleman 
whose spirit had taken its flight from, this 
earthly sphere. 


Before departing the members of the 


staff 
and intimate fuiouds each took a 


flower from tbe gravo which will be 
pressed as a relic and cherished aa long as 
they live. 


Alone the Streets. 


There were many places on the line of 


the procession which decorated as the 
funeral was about to start. 


Never before in the history of Lowell 


were there so many distinguished men in 
the city. They lined the streets,many not 
attending the funeral. 


The kindly countenance of Gen, George 


F. Hoar was missed by the multitude. 
Owing to illness he WRS obliged to decline 
the invitation to be an honorary bearer 
and his place was taken by the Hon. 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 


The thousands on the streets stayed in 


town until the late trains. 


Very few of the stores re-opened after 


the funeral. All the saloons closed until 
after the funeral and the mills were closed 
during the afternoon. 


Altogether the funeral was one long to 


be remembered as nn event surrounded by 
deep popular sorrow. 


Never, perhaps, was there such an or- 


derly throng in this city. 


Not a drunken man was seen anywhere 


on the street, not an irreverent word was 
uttered, nothing but sincere sorrow for 
the dead and sympathy for the family. 


Flowers Donated to Hospitals. 


The many floral tributes sent by friends 


were, after the funeral services, donated 
to the Lowell General, St. John's and 
City hospitals, Old Ladies' "home, Ayer 
home, St. Anne's and St. Peter's or-

There were about 350 more policemen 


on guard than were needed. 
A solid line 


of officers 10 feet apart extended from the 
church to the corner of Central and-Tyler 
street. The Lowell police were stationed 
from that point along Lawrence street to 
tbe cemetery. 
A large crowd sought en- 


trance to the cemetery long before the 
hour of the funeral had arrived but there 
were officers there who kept them out. 


A. guard was left over the grave 'lest 


vandals despoil it'as is unfortunately the 
case at large funerals of this kind. 


It waa noticed along the line that the 


variety of mourning emblems was great. 
At one humble dwelling on Lawrence 
street two small American flags with 
black streamers floated from an upper 
window.

More 


Remote Than Ever. 


Ky., March 10.—For tho 


Eccond time death has added to the com- 
plexity of n senatorial contest tnat has 
engrossed public Interest in this s|ate for 
two months, nnd attracted wide attention 
throughout; tho country. 
The death of 


Senator Kosei "Weissinsrer ot Louisville 
yesterdny, 
removed, 
bssldes a 
distin- 


guished member ot the Louisville bar, ono 
ot the most active and energetic figures 
in the senatorial fight; a nmn WUQ ]lag 
within the past few weeks, defeated Dr. 
Hunter, the Republican nominee, aud 
successfully baffled every attempt of the 
followers of Senator Blnckburu to secure 
tho re-election of that leader. 


The exact, political cffect ot the sad 


cvenc of yesterday caunot be determined, 
but an election jiow seems more remote 
than ever. 
Republicans now have 08 


members of the legislature, the Democrats 
67. wich a. probability of the support of the 
two Populist; members as long as Black- 
burn is their nominee. 


Taking 
into 
consideration 
the 
an- 


nounced determinations of the Republi- 
cans to force a vote In the house on the 
•Dunlap-Kaufman contest case for the par- 
pose-of unseating Kaufman (Dem.), the 
key to tho situation seems to be the atti- 
tude Lieutenant Governor Worthing, who 
presides ac the joint sessions, will take 
upon the question ot a quorum. 


If he holds to the decision he is said to 


have announced . when a vacancy was 
-caused by the death of Representative 
Wilson that 70 shall constitute a quorum 
of the joint session, the Republicans, even 
by'seating Dunlap, can count upon only 
69 votes, and the Democrats, with the two 
Populists, will have the same number, so 
that either party may break a quorum at

John Boyle ol Louisville can be accepted 
by the Republicans if they seat Dnulap 
and givo the caucus nominee the whole 
party strength.

'He was on 
his way to Cnucord colloid court. Charles 
Doe \v;is born in Deny, April i, KM, and 
resided hi Ho!lln=,[.'uriL many yours, lie- 
graduated at Darnnouch iu Id-iO, and was 
admitted tu rim bin1 In 1S52. In 1839 ho 
was appointed associate justice uC tlie su- 
preme judicial court, continuing until llie 
court was abolished in jlSTi, Two years 
liutu- he \vus appointed cbluf justice of tho 
suuru'iue court, and continued In Una posi- 
tion until his death. Judge Doe presided 
at nearly all tho murder trials held in 
New Hampshire for several years, having 
been the senior justice nc the celebrated 
Sawtoll and Almy murder r.rials. He had 
been upon the bunch nlucu 1S5U. 


Doc was a wonderfully good law- 


yer, and hls'opluious rank with those oC 
the bosr. known jurists in tills country. 
lf\jr some years ho presided at

only iu capital cases, or when-Home other 
member of tho COULX bad been Incapac- 
itated from sitting by sickness. 


But Judge Dnu was quite as well kuown 


ou account of his uuiquo and eccentric 
characteristics us through his legal ubill ty.

an American newspaper and his habit of

No Stickler For Foi-muUtlei. 


Probably no judge ou the bench in this 


part o[ Lbe couutry, cenaluly uu chief 
justice, ever .pared less for form and cere- 
j n o u y i u hok'.ing eunrti or iu opening or 
closing its session. The transaction of 
business was the uppermost thing In tlie 
judge's mind. :iud he went straight at ic 
wllhollt reference to precedent or tradi- 
tion. 


In Judge Doe's courtroom there was no 


formality iu opening or closing. 
The 


judge was no stic.liler for tlie dlgulty on 
1 


ills pusitlou, nor dill lie care for manifes- 
tations or respect :'ur it. Pure air in tho 
courtroom wus uC much greater momenc 
to him than uncovered heads iu the pres- 
ence o[ the higiiesc judicial po\s*er in the 
state, aud so the siylit of counsel, wit- 
nesses and spc'cuitors sitting in the court- 
room with bats and ouiur. cluLhiug'on to 
protect tliL-ni frdni iho drafts ol! widely 
opeu'ud wiudows was uot an "uncommon, 
one. 


Jm'.ge Doo himself sat ^out many, of 


such sessions with hisovercoat on, though 
never with his hut oil. In one instance, 
however, the dratc was roo much, even 
for him. He would noo yield by dimin- 
ishing its supply of fresh air, so lie com- 
promised by placing his handkerchief over 
his heud, aud the trial went; ou with the 
chief justice arrayed iu what would com- 
mouly b2 considered a muse undignified 
way. 


His attitude toward the papers seemed 


to be one ot courteous toleration, to some- 
thing of which he did not approve per- 
sonally, but which be vras bouud to rec- 
ognize in deference to the opinions of 
others. He was apparently perfectly iu- 
diHereuc to what opinions they mighc ex- 
press on his actions or to what they might 
Bay of his personal characteristics, thus 
giving force to Uie commouly accepted 
idea tnat- he did uoc read them, hue he 
always had a pleasant word for tho 
papers' representatives when he met them, 
and certainly won their respect and liking. 
. But Judge Due's peculiarities wera uoc 
coullued to carelessness abouD dignity In 
his courtroom. His personal appearance 
was apparently one of the last things to 
which he gave consideration, and from 
his dress he might much more readily 
have been taken for au up-counrry farmer 
in moderate, circumstances than for an 
able aud learued chief justice of a greac 
state.

Judge Doe was a wealthy man, and ono 


ot scholarly instincts. * His wife is n mem- 
ber of an oid aud aristocratic family; but 
it is don'jtful if there "were :wo people in 
iSTetv Hampshire who cared less for fash- 
ion's forms or eveu for" the ordinary rules 
of dress than tbe learned jurist and his 
worthy wife. Even the two little daugh- 
ters were dressed in grim, black, ill-lltclng 
clothes.

It was characterized by good 
sense, patriotism and clear discernment. 
His doctrine of belligerency should, Mr. 
Halo saUl, be accepted today as the doc- 
trine of this country. 


The insurgents in Cuba to:lay, he.as- 


serted, h;ul no government except on 
paper; ihty hold r.u courts; their power is 
seated in itraggiin™ bands, in straggling 
camps. It has HOD only not won u battle, 
but has not fought what can1 bo called a 
IjalMe. It is a clear case of pure guerrilla 
warfare. There was no comparison be- 
tween tho conditions in Cuba and in the 
southern states during the War of the Re- 
bellion.

But there is no 
warrant in diplomacy for our course, but 
If we mean war—which would ruin Spain 
and bring the United States to "a silver 
basis—we would Da wise to make prepara* 
tlons for it."

"With reference to tbe request of the 


street committee .for the city solicitor's 
opinion on the liability of the Locks & 
Canals to assume the burden of bridges 
built across canals within the city limits 
Mr. Qua finds that the original charter 
was granted tor purposes of navigation 
and the grantees were allowed to take pri- 
vate land for the purpose. By the terms 
of the charter should the city lay out a 
street across the canal the company -would 
be required to construct • and maintain a 
bridge.

All the 'other canals, however, .were 


originally built through land belonging to 
the company, although the adjacent land 
•was afterwards sold at auction and formed 
a large part of the original Lowell. The 
company, he nnds, is required to main- 
tain all existing bridges over these .canals 
for tlie width at which they werij origi- 
nally built, but If widened by the city it 
must be done at the expense of the city. 
Should the .city lay out any street over 
any of .these canals it must do so at its 
own expense and the Locks and Canals 
cannot be obliged to bear the expense.

Tlio speech of tho day was made bv Sen- 


ator Hale, In vigorous opposition to this 
resolution and to thu offensive interfer- 
ence of iliu United States in foreign ques- 
tion*. 
Ho declared that the spirit ol 


militarism was abroad in tho land; tha; 
our i:mirse involved the possibilities of 
ivnr with all its dreadful consequences. 
Mr. Hu.le brought out thu kindiy action ot 
SpLiiu ut the time of our Civil War, when 
British built privateers were prevented 
from remaining for any length of tlmo in 
S|janUh ports, and when American prison- 
ers were aboard they wera released by 
Spanish orders. 


Mr. Hale said that lie was one of tho fow 


senators who had voted against the con- 
current resolutions reported from the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, and he bad 
seen uo reason since to regret his action, 
and should vote against the conference re- 
port. 


All the reasons that ho gave since then 


had grown in strength. The conditions 
existing did not, ho helioved, justify a 
recognition of those in .rebellion against a 
friendly, government as bellignrents. The 
inflammatory appeals of senators, based 
upon statemuntB Llmt were not corrobor- 
ated, were not sufficient to persuade him 
to act other thau lie had acted.- Subse- 
quent events and later Information only 
proved tho justness of the position lie had 
assumed. 


Mr. Kale then viewed tho history of tho 


previous insurrection in Cuba and tho 
action of the house then, which was al- 
most Identical with that had at this time. 


General Grunt'B Cuomo as a Criterion. 
Fortunately for the country and Ita 


peace, General Grant was In tho presiden- 
tial chair at the time and refused to take 
the action urged by the house. General 
Grant was as great a lover of liberty, Mr. 
Hale said, as was any member of tho com- 
mittee on forclen relations, and knew 
probably a great deal more about cho sub- 
ject o£ belligerent rights. 


.The message .which he sent to congress 


was sucli a clear exposition of the law that 
tho resolutions of the house went for 
naught, and all the excitement was at 
once abated. 


Mr. Hale said he would be content to 


cite quotations from President Grant's 
message, which, although sent to congress 
during the previous insurrection, was as 
applicable to the present day as if It had 
been freshly laid on the desk of the pre- 
siding officer of the senate. 


He then sent to tho clerk's desk and had 


read extracts from tho mossago of Presi- 
dent Grant referred to. If any dispas- 
siouato men, ho said, wore today to make 
u review of the conditions in Cuba, no 
language could better portray the present 
situation there than the language of Gen- 
eral Grant. It was characterized by good 
sense, patriotism and clear discernment. 
His doctrine of belligerency should, Mr. 
Hale said, be accepted today as the doc- 
trine of this country. 


The insurgents in Cuba today, he as- 


serted, liad no government except on 
papor; Ibey hold no courts; their power is 
seated in jitragjrllnp bands, in straggling 
camps. It has not only not won a battle, 
bur has not fought what can bo called a- 
battle. It is a clear case of pure guerrilla 
warfare. There was no comparison be- 
tween the conditions In Cuba, nnd lu the 
southern states durlug tho War of the Re- 
bellion. 


A dramatic Incident occurred when Mr. 


Hale offered to read tho statement of Min- 
ister do Lome, culling in question the ac- 
cunicy of some oC the statements made by 
Senators Sherman, Morgan and Lodge 
concerning Spanish atrocities. Mr. Davis 
(Minn.J quickly objected to the reception 
of n document from a foreign minister 
not formally transmitted. Messrs.. Mitch- 
ell (Or.), Morgan and Teller added their 
protest in the same direction. For a time 
there were some confusion and a prospect 
of u serious conOiei, but the serenity of 
the debate was restored by Mr. Davis' 
withdrawal of his objection. 


Mr. Hoar offered a resolution postpon- 


ing all action on the Cuban question un- 
til April u, 
This resolution will como up 


under the rules, and may form a basis of 
apposition to an adoption of tho house 
conference report. 


Another resolution by Mr. Hoar was 


adopted, calling on the president for all 
information on the Cuban subject at hand. 


How Xevp Knclnnd fealH. 


General Draper of Massachusetts, one of 


the two members oE the house committee 
on foreign affairs who opposed the resolu- 
tions for the recognition of Cuban bel- 
ligerency, has returned to Washington 
after a stay of several days in Massachu- 
setts. 


General Drapor declares that the public 


of New England wera much surprised at 
the action of congress in tho matter, and 
aro at a loss to know on what premises 
tho resolutions were based. 
"There is al-

for self-government. Wo might govern 
her by a captain general, as Spain does, 
and would probably give her a better gov- 
ernment than she has now. Wo would 
sell her somu goods also. But there is no 
warrant iu diplomacy for our course, biic 
If wo mean war—which would ruin Spain 
and bring the United States to n silver 
basis—wo would be wise to make prepara- 
tions for it." •
